Gathorjuo Hurdy, in acknowlcd 
tbo'toast of tho Army and Navy 
My Lord Muyoi', my L inlrf, Liulie 
and GonllcLueu,-— I lliniil: vuu, wy 
Ijord, for cuuplinj^- my uiiiiio witli tbo 
houorablo beivico over wiiich I have 
the duty and the fortune at this mo- 
ment to preside. Your lordship in pro- 
posing this tourit has alluded iii very 
fdrciblo terms to army aud navy. 1 
sOpposo that tlit-vo is uo spot upou the 
■ whole face of tbo ciirlh ibat would 
suller more from liio Hhovk of war 
than tbo City of London. (Hoar, hear.) 
The delicate and Boubitive fabrio of 
commerce and cxcli!Ui;;n vihriitoa even 
to the omoliunri ul a peujilc; hnv. much 
more, then, uiusi. it be broken up ami 
shattered almost by the collisions of 
brute force? (Hea'r, licar.) Therefore 
your lordship has spciken in tho inter- 
est of peace — in thoso iiiU-rest.s in 
which not only thirf ci;y but the wlude 
of the country— -th(' L niic d Km-dom 
and tho empire of ( aeaL llriluia — are 
BO deeply interested. Well, my lord, 
there are those who, as your lordsliij) 
has said, would have peace at any 
price, and who would counsel u.s to 
disarm in onler th.it wo may have 
peace. There :u-e ilio-.e who, as was 
said by a friend not far from mo, 
would take the lion out of the Eoyal 
Arms (a laugh), but you havp not 
spoken in any sr.ch sense n.s that. 
Among the multilvidinous hosts, which 
are reckoned by tons and hundreds of 
thousands upou the continent, tlie 

■ modest force of England can threaten 
no one; but itis aceutre around winch, 
if necessity should arise, the force and 
strength o'f tho empire would cluster 
(cheers.) My lord, wliat ought we 
then to do, and what is the object of 
jQne^laced in the position I am? It is 
SUm our xs'oiiiparativoly small forco should 
be perfect in men and iu material 
(cheers.) I feel coujident that iu im- 
prpyiog the condition of the soldiers 
aba bf the non commissioned officers, 
and of doing justice to the officers of 
this country, public opinion lias gone 
•witt me, and that the lirst object we 

■ 'fjliSuldTiave in view is that tho army 

which fights for ns should be a con- 
tented army (hear, hear, and cheers.) 
I need not speak oi the bravery of En- 
glishraou — that goes without my say- 
ing it. They have shown it upon 
many an importimt held; and ilioy will 
show it again if oe-eahion should arise 
^(hear, bear.) But never in tiie history 
of mankind has bravery . alone been 
sufficient to eflfecfc the objects which 
are desired in an army, In those days 
especially it is css''iitj,il tli:it we should 
notonlyhave iiliyr,njal (ai.iLcity, and 
tha' power of idiysical eiiduraneo 
which is necessary fur the force of war 
but that we should have men trained 
intelligently to use those arms of pre- 
cision and thought which have been 
invented for ih(.' destruotiou of mtiu- 
kind (hear, hear.) We must at least 
bo as well aruied us any nation on tho 
face of the earthy and it is saiisfactory 
for us to think that this country, at 
least in mechanical and chemical in- 
genuity, can vie with any nation in tho 
■world (cheers.) When v.e loidv at what 
is now jjassing, when men aluiosi 
shudder at the IriMUi'iidoiis powtrs 
which have been bidiiglit into opera- 
- tion for tho deBtruction <jf their fellow- 
■ moDjand when some say that we u»jver 
diighl' to go. to war at all— I say that in 
these very inventions it may bo that 
we aro preparing a grand avonno to 
peace. It may bo that when the powers 
of destruction have . reached their cul- 
minating point uo nation will venture 
to go, t|0. war; and thus sduio may say 
thiw'tbese things will disii.iy tlu! ne- 
cessity of groat mon ; that is nut the 
case, for in jirnportion to their im- 
portanco you rccpiire able men to bring 
them into their full exercise. (Hear, 
bear.) I fully agree with the Lord 
Mayor that war is a honor to be avoid- 
' ed, if that can jiossibly bo done; and I 
agree with him also that the time 
luav comu when iu the lji;;lie.--t and 
justest of causes — fur u.alioual interosts j 
of tho highest iinpoiianeo — the aword 
should bo drawn; and, if that sword 
should bo drawn, I vent ure to say that 
no one iu this country will wish it to 
bo siieathed until thoso national in. 
tcrosts aire adequately Bocurod.

JOHNSON STREET WARD. 



Within the past fow days two raoot- 
iug-i on Municipal matters havo boon 
bold in this Ward. Tho nr.st meeting 
—on Saturday night last— was called 
by some 30 Ratepayofs, who signed a 
requisition inviting all persona who 
intended to oiler themselves for elec- 
tion as Councillors to moot them at 
Central Hall and there discuss tho 
issues. It is scarcely necessary for us 
to say that the requisition was treated 
with contempt by the two Councillors 
of tUO' Ward, who failed to attend as 
re^aeated. Mesara. Pinlayson and 
Keast, however, were present, and ad- 
dressed a roomful of ratepayers, who 
at the close of their remarks uuani- 
moLiQly pnsoorl n. voRolutiou endorsing 
their candidature and pledging 
votes and active support. The second 
meeting was called by Messrs. Wil- 
liams and Gosnell in an informal man- 
ner, and having been imperfectly ad- 
vertised was slimly attended by Bate- 
payers, who feel aggrieved at tho con- 
temptuous manner in which thoir ic- 
quisitiou was treated. It was a tame 
and lifeless atl'air. To acertaia extent 
the hall was "padded" for the occa- 
sion; and ou the half-empty benches 
were to be seen a number of uon- 
ratopayors who did duty as "duaiiuies" 
— a (loilgo well understood by small 
shopkeepers, who frequently lino their 
shelves with empty bo.Kes to "nmko a 
show." A chairman having been pro- 
cured, it was found impossible to in- 
duce a Eatepayer to act as secretary; 
so a stranger, who has been in the 
Province only six weeks, was dragged 
from obscurity and took his seat at a 
table to keep the minutes. After these 
preliminaries had been arranged, 
Couii. Williams was trotted out like a 
trick pony and proceeded to "en- 
lighten" the audieuce ou tho linancial 
doings of himself and fellows iu tho 
Council. It is not our intention to 
follow Mr. W. through the labyrinth 
of figures which he produced to prove 
that the Civic revenue has been hon- 
estly expeuiled. As tlie Government 
Auditor must presently bo heard 
from we shall await his' report 
before passing judgment. We shall 
be glad to bo convinced by liis 
report th it the funds have been pro- 
perly ai)plied; but until we shall have 
beeu HO convinced we must bo o-xcusod 
if we express our incredulity. We 
shall only say, on this point, that Mr. 
Williams' figures and those of the City 
Auditor, published a month ago, are 
in every item at variance — in some in- 
stances thousands of dollars out of 
tho way! These, however, are little 
irregularities that, wo feel assured, 
will be explained by the Government 
Auditor. But what struck us as tho 
most extraordinary fact connected 
with Mr. Willian.s' address was tho 
total absence of reference to the sums 
it is alleged Mr. Williams has had 
paid to himself out of the Civic re- 
venue for performing '.vork which the 
law says he must not perform. The 
oath administered to the Mayor and 
Councillors upon assuming oflico is to 
the etfect that they will not be cou- 
oerned directly or indirectly in any con- 
tract under the Corporation under the 
penalty of a fine of ?2,500 for each 
and every offence. The question that 
we have over and over again pressed 
upon memberH of the Council is, whe- 
ther one or moro of their number have 
not in violation of the law and tbeir 
oaths performed services involving 
pecuniary compoiiHdtion from flie City? 
Wo have proiluceil and printed billH 
in the names of Messr.^. Williams and 
Gosneil to show that they have per- 
formed such services; and wo have 
shown that those bills wore passed in 
secret session without having boon 
read in open Council. That is the sort 
of "dishonesty" we have charged 
against the Councillors, and Mr. Wil- 
liams' breath would have boon better 
expended on Monday night in explain- 
ing away those eljarges than in going 
through a rigmarole of ligures that he 
succeeded in making his hearers under- 
stand as little about as he<li(] himself. 
After Mr. Williams came Mr. Goanell, 
and he, too, with a "Thou canst not 
say I did it" air, protested hts incor- 
ruptibility and purity. But Mr. Gos- 
neli, like tho speaker who had pre- 
ceded iiiin, evaded the main (juestion 
— "did you or did you not, I\lr. (los- 
nell, supply quarantined patients with 
groceries to the exclusion of all other 
grocers in the City; and were not tho 
bills for those supplies passed in secret 
session?" No one said — at least 
wo did not — that you put your hands into 
tbo Oivio strongbox and bolted with tint 
ca"-!!. Bnt worf/rf 8ay,and we repeat now, 
that you liavo done anil iiro doing thuif^n 
that the liiw anys ym\ h1i:\11 not do, anil 
that you lU-i! paid for your wrong-doiiii; 
from the City revcinio. The law is a wi^o 
and just onu. It was passed in tho in- 
tpre.'-t of tho Ilateijoyera to provont tho 
formation of rings within Municipal 
boilios— to prevent corrupt practices, and 
to assure tho Kntopayers that thoir money 
■would ho hoDOKtly expoudcd. Do yon 
not bee the wisdom of the liiw ? Ion, us 
ft grocer, claim tho right to stqiply tlm 
CitV qufo'iii^'''"' procoriuH at your 
own figures; and who is to quoBtion your 
liillsV Not j our ooUc'iigue, sorely, who, 
in his ttivn, (hu's Corporation teaming; 
iiud as (;liinrnian of tho Finance ("ommit- 
too paBsefi hlH own bills and youiHas well! 
Not the Mayor, who in tho head and front 
of that iliBgracoful job known as tho Moidc 
contract! Not Mr. AHatt, who has dono 
carpenter work for tho Corporation ? The 
law was frnmod for tho prevention of juat 



such practices as these that you, Mr. Gos- 
nell, und you, Mr. Williams, havo been 
guilty of. You cannot succassfuliy deny 
this, for the evidenbo exists in-, yoxu' iown 
handwritibg at • tho Council Chambol'S 
and you will ho confronted with copies 
whenever you may demand thorn. What 
prospeut is there of fair-pliy in ii Ooun- 
eil constituted as tho one in wliieh you 
serve '!
